N Extraordinary Courier that was fent 
to Madrid, is return’d, and confirms the 
firft Advices we receiv’d formerly of .he 
Advantages gain’d in feveral Parts by the 
King of Spain over the Enemy. [he 
Duke d’Efcalona our Viceroy having receiv’d the 
News of the Birth of the Duke of Britany, return’d 
Thanks to God in the Church of Saint Clara, whi- 
ther he went in State, and was prefent at the finging 
of Te Deum ; after which a Royal Salvo was given 
by the Artillery of all the Caftles. There were: 
publick Rejoycings and Illuminations the three 
following Days. The Deputies of the Councils of 
the Nobility, have prefented to the Viceroy the Pro- 
je& they had agreed on, for raifing the extraordi- 
nary Supply which they have granted to the King 
for the Exigencies of the State ; which is a [ax ot 
two per Cent on all Eftates in the Kingdom. At the 
fame Time they propos’d certain Favours, which 
they hope to obtain from his Catholick Majefty, 
and for which the Viceroy has promis’d them to em- 
ploy his good Offices.- 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated March 15. 
Naples, Feb.15. All the Troops in this Kingdom 
are order’d to hold themfelves in a Readynefs to 
march, to form the Camp that ic mark’d out be- 
tween this City and Gaeta. The Tax of 2 per Cent 
on all Eftates and Incomes is begun ro be collected ; 
and ‘tis hop’d will bring in a Sum fufficient to pay 
the Forces, fortify fome Sea-Ports, and ftore the 
Magazines. The 9th Inftant in the Night there was 
an Earthquake in the Province of Bafilicata, by 
which the Towns of Tricario and Stigliano {uffer'd 
great Damage. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated March 12. 
Venice, Feb. 19. By Letters from Brefcia ‘tis ad- 
vis'd, that the Country on the othe@Side of the Og- 
lio being ruin’d, feveral German Officers and Sutlers 
came daily to Brefcia, to buy Provifions and other 


‘things that they want; yet it being apprehended 


Neceffiry might oblige them to commit fome Dif- 
order on the Territories of the Republick, the Pro- 
veditore extraordinary Thiepolo had fent repeated 
Orders to the commanding Officers of the Troops, 
to guard the Lines carefully. Notwithftanding 
which, a good Number of Ferrabuti, Deferters, and 
‘Peafants are got together in the Breffan, and infeft 
the Roads; but the Country Militia taking Arms, 
have already taken feveral of them who have 


. difcover’d Part of their Accomplices. Thefe Let- 


ters add, thar there arriv’d continually in the Ber- 
‘gamafque, the Cremafque, and the Breffan , Fa- 
milies which had retir’'d our of the Milaneze 
‘with their beft Effects, particularly from Milan, be- 
caufe of the Rupture berween the City and the 


Caftle. The Marquis de la Florida, who is Gover- 


nour of the Caftle has demanded of the Inhabitants 
a Cominuauen of Contribuuons, threatening on 
their Refufal to cannonade and bombard the City. 
Prince Bugene forbid them to comply witb bis De- 
mand, and fignified co him that if he fir'd upon the 
City, he wouid give no Quarter to him or his Gar- 
rifon. To which the Marquis de la Florida reruin’d 
Anfwer, that he had already fuftain’d 24 Sieges in 
the Service of the King his Mafter, that he would 
die glorioufly in the 25:h, and that he was ‘oo old 
to begin to be difluyal. Several Letters from Berga- 
mo fay he began to fire upon the City the 11:h In- 
ftant: And that Prince Eugene having caus’d 2 
Batteries to be rais’d againft the Caftle, the Be fi ged 
had difmounted one of them. They write from 
Mantua, that the Garrifon of the Citadel of Modena 
had treated with the D. of Modena, who agreed chat 
they fhould march ont with their Arms and Baggage 
and 6 Pieces of Cannon, to be condvcted to Man- 
tua; and that the Provifions and Ammunition left 
in the Place fhould be paid for in ready Money : 
Which was executed. The Count de Medavi 
keeps his Troops in a good Condition, and is. 
making all necefflary Preparations for taking the 
Field. The Governour of Mirandola makes Ex- 
curfions into the Modeneze to raife Contributions; 
and by that Means has already provided the Place 
witb Stores for a long Time. The Ambaffador of 
France here, having receiv'd the News of the Birth 
of the Duke of Britany, caus’d Alms to be diftri- 
buted to the Poor, to the Hofpirals, and to the 
religious Mendicants, to procure their Prayers to 
God for the Prefervation # that Prince. | 
From the Antwerp Gazette, dated March 15."
